Commissioner Controversy 
Rochester Building Inspector Under Fire 
By Kenneth J. Souza 

Just a year after being hired as Rochester's first 
full-time Building Commissioner, Richard Liebowitz 
has come under fire for allegedly being difficult in deal- 
ing with residents in his capacity as the town's Zoning 
Enforcement Officer (ZEO). During heated discussion 
on Town Meeting floor last week, residents who seemed 
frustrated that prior concerns and complaints over Mr. 
Liebowitz's performance were not heeded by town of- 
ficials finally had their say by voting 88 to 18 to amend 
the allotted salary line item in the FY 2009 budget from 
$57,680 to $28,840 — effectively cutting the Building Com- 
missioner's pay in half, effective July 1. 

While there wasn't any overt discussion of Mr. 
Leibowitz's alleged overzealous demeanor in enforc- 
ing building and zoning codes in town, that suggestion 
seemed to simmer just below the surface as those who 
made their case to fellow voters took to the microphone. 

"With the economic times and the changes in the 
building industry, I do not feel that the job necessitates 
this amount," said Tax Collector Tom Gayoski in making 
the motion to reduce the salary line item. "The number 
of building permits in the last six months has decreased 
drastically. I feel (the job) can be done for less money."

But Planning Board Chairman Arnold Johnson 
countered that there are indeed pending projects in town 
like the proposed 110-unit subdivision off Featherbed 
Lane that will require the skills of a full-time Building 
Inspector. "If there are problems with the Building Inspec- 
tor as you alluded to, we need to deal with the person and 
not the salary/' he said. 

Likewise, resident Donald Jones made the point 
that the previous part-time Building Inspector didn't have 
as much time to scrutinize each and every permit that 
came across his desk and was perceived as more lenient 
in contrast to Mr. Leibowitz, who was simply doing his 
job by enforcing existing codes and by-laws. 

"I know a lot of you are upset with the Build- 
ing Inspector because he is doing his job and enforcing 
the zoning laws,'' Mr. Jones said, "but think about what 
you're doing." 

But a clear majority of the 100-plus voters at 
Town Meeting ultimately had their way and cut the 
line item in half, which left both town officials and Mr. 
Leibowitz in a bit of a quandary. Contrary to published 
reports. Town Meeting retains the final say in funding any 
and all contracted positions with the town — in fact, all 
contracts will generally include language stipulating that 
the agreement remains subject to Town Meeting approval, 
according to Town Administrator Richard LaCamera. So 
voters can always band together and decide to amend, 
reduce or altogether eliminate any salary line item they 
choose as a roundabout way of ousting someone they 
don't like. 

Of course, this is seldom the most tactful or 
appropriate approach, but the frustrated residents who 
made their plea on Town Meeting floor claim to have 
exhausted all their other options.

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men . . . during (Mr. Leibowitz's) initial review period/' 
said resident Brett Sherman, referring to the fact that Mr. 
Leibowitz, like all newly-hired town employees, was 
initially under a six-month review period before enter- 
ing into a long-term contract. "We were trying to curtail 
having a contract signed with a problem town employee. 
We were hoping before they signed a three-year contract, 
something could be done. We didn't get any type of re- 
sponse from (the Board of Selectmen). This was before the 
Town Meeting and before they signed (Mr. Leibowitz's) 
contract. We wanted to let the Selectmen know that he has 
caused (residents) a lot of aggravation and grief." 

As a result, by the morning following Town Meet- 
ing Mr. Leibowitz was blindsided by the ultimate decision

of voters and hadn't yet had time to discuss his options 
with town officials about his newly-signed three-year con- 
tract. After initially expressing disappointment over the 
vote and the fact that he wasn't present to defend himself 
during Town Meeting, he declined further comment. 

"I really have no comment at this time/' the 
former Brewster Building Inspector said. 'T appreciate the 
opportunity and I might be able to comment further in the 
future." 

While Town Administrator Richard LaCamera 
confirmed there have been several complaints lodged 
against Mr. Leibowitz, including the aforementioned peti- 
tion signed by residents and submitted to Selectmen prior 
to Town Meeting, the town is currently in negotiations 
with Mr. Leibowitz and his attorney and cannot comment 
further at the present time. The Board of Selectmen held 
an Executive Session on Monday, June 9 to address the 
matter. 

During that same meeting's Open Session, resi- 
dent Brett Sherman presented another petition signed 
by residents asking that Mr. Leibowitz be removed from 
his position as the town's Building Commissioner. The 
petition is currently being reviewed by the Town Clerk's 
office to certify that all the signatures are town residents. 

"The only reason we did that second petition was 
because we weren't happy with the response we got and 
(the Board of Selectmen) went ahead and signed a con- 
tract with (Mr. Leibowitz)," he said. "As we feared, his

attitude hasn't gotten any better.'' 

Resident Donald Jones, however, defended Mr. 
Leibowitz, calling the recent Town Meeting vote a "witch 
hunt" in which a select number of Mr. Leibowitz's oppo- 
nents helped to stack the deck against him. 

While Mr. Sherman maintains that if town offi- 
cials had initially taken residents' complaints seriously, all 
of this could have been avoided. 

"It's very unfortunate ... I don't want to see 
anyone get fired," he said. "I understand building codes 
need to be enforced. Nobody has a problem with keeping 
people in compliance ... it's just the way (Mr. Leibowitz) 
goes about things."

who by the way, is responding very well to treatments/' 

On Monday afternoon, June 9, from 1:00 to 9:00 
pm, the students, with the help of staff and the American 
Red Cross, hosted a community service and honored Mr. 
Spark with a blood drive in the school's cafetorium. The 
drive attracted a larger than expected turnout with many 
people waiting patiently for their turn to donate. Among 
those who came out to lend a hand to the cause were 
school staff members and many former students — some 
of whom had children presently attending Old Ham- 
mondtown School. 

Ms. Bowman said that the entire sixth grade class 
participated in the event as they helped to spread the 
word by creating posters that were distributed through- 
out Mattapoisett. About 20 students also volunteered to 
work as greeters, welcoming and thanking each person 
who came to the school to donate blood.

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ing that the Fire Department Rescue Boat must be notified 
by the Harbormaster before participating in a rescue in 
the waters around Mattapoisett. This was a decision made 
by the Board of Selectmen ten years ago, and he was 
concerned that the time lapse might jeopardize a success- 
ful rescue attempt. It was remarked that ten years ago the 
Fire Department had just gotten a boat, and the Harbor- 
master already had one ready to launch from the Town 
Wharf. Selectman Lombard suggested that a workshop be 
arranged with the Harbormaster, Fire Department, and 
the Board of Selectmen to review this policy and alleviate 
any confusion. 

Upon turning to a discussion of the proposed 
Beech Wood Estates private development. Highway Sur- 
veyor Barry Denham expressed concern that the residents 
who are supposedly responsible for the maintenance 
and clearing of roads, drainage, septic, and wells in the 
development, may in time turn to the town for road main- 
tenance and clearing. His department is not equipped to 
handle any more private roads than it is already respon- 
sible for. Selectman Lombard remarked that it is not the 
purview of the board, but rather the Planning Board 
which must put restrictions on the deeds of the hom- 
eowners and their association. 

After some discussion, he suggested a memo be 
generated to the Planning Board outlining the concerns 
expressed. 

The board then turned to the matter of appointing 
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a representative to the committees which were served by 
former Selectman Raymond H. Andrews. He indicated 
that he would be glad to continue serving on any of the 
committees so desired by the board. However, some of 
the committees can only be served by a current Select- 
man. They then agreed to divide up the various commit- 
tees and have Mr. Andrews continue to serve on those to 
which he was willing and able. 

In other matters, the board noted: 

• The next regular Selectmen's Meeting will be 
held on Tuesday, June 24 at 7:00 pm in the Mattapoisett 
Town Hall. 

• Shining Tides will be closed to the taking of 
shellfish. This is the area from the right of Reservation 
Road to the river opening. 

Town Administrator Michael J. Botelho reported 
that the Finance Committee (FinCom) had approved two 
small requests for additional funding for town depart- 
ments. The board then sanctioned the requests by unani- 
mous vote. 

Mr. Botelho further reported that the town had 
appeared in Small Claims Court in answer to a plaintiff 
who was disputing the payment already made of a refund 
for a liquor license transfer. The decision should be an- 
nounced in about a week. 

There being no further matters to come before the 
board in Open Session, they unanimously voted to go into 
Executive Session at 8:03 pm to discuss pending litigation 
matters and would thereafter adjourn for the evening. 

Marion Selectmen's Meeting 

June 10, 2008

A regular meeting of the Marion Board of Se- 
lectmen was called to order in the Marion Town House 
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on Tuesday, June 10 at 7:00 pm by Chairman Jonathan 
Henry. Also present were Selectman Roger Blanchette, 
Selectman Stephen Gushing, Town Administrator Paul 
Dawson and Secretary Helene Graver. 

After approving the minutes of the May 6 meet- 
ing with Selectman Gushing abstaining, the board met 
with Deparment of Public Works (DPW) Superintendent 
Rob Zora to discuss the pending change in commercial 
trash and recycling curbside pickup to take effect July 1. 
As per the board's previous vote, the Marion DPW will 
cease picking up commercial dumpsters in town starting 
on that date. 

'T need some clarification," Mr. Zora said. 'T put 
a list together today and it's very extensive. We have a lot 
of home-based businesses in town ... (and) there are well 
over 400. These are all taxpayers on this list and they're 
entitled to up five barrels picked up curbside. So I need 
some clarification ... (before) it takes effect July 1." 

"This list is remarkable and I don't think we 
intended to curtail (pick up) for all these people," Select- 
man Blanchette said. "I think the five-barrel limit is fine 
(for smaller home-based businesses), which is the same as 
residential pick-up." 

"I'm sure the discussion we had was aimed at 
commercial businesses who had a dumpster situation, 
which we wanted to avoid," Ghairman Henry agreed. "In 
this regard, I've been asked about recycling. Do we still 
want to pick up commercial recycling?"

expected/' Mr. Zora said. "I think the contractors have 
done an excellent job and I recommend we continue with 
them."

Under the Town Administrator's report, Mr. 
Dawson first discussed an Ambulance Billing Policy he 
has drafted for the Town of Marion in preparation for 
the public hearing to be held on Tuesday, June 24 at the 
Marion Music Hall. 

"This is a policy that I hope and think will ad- 
dress all of the concerns Fve heard along the way," Mr. 
Dawson said. "The draft policy speaks for itself ... and 
hopefully (the board) and public will provide their input 
so we can discuss it on June 24." 

Mr. Dawson said it's important to understand 
that for a great number of ambulance calls in town, it will 
not be a person's health insurance that would pay the bill. 
For example, many ambulance calls are for motor vehicle 
accidents and, as such, an individual's auto insurance 
would kick in to cover the cost. 

Resident Carol Sanz questioned how much time 
Mr. Dawson anticipates he will spend dealing with am- 
bulance billing issues, since he is cited as the central point 
person throughout the policy. 

"This board can't possibly draft a policy that will 
cover every possible eventuality," Mr. Dawson said. "And 
many of these will be addressed on a case-by-case basis." 

The town's adoption of this third-party billing 
procedure will be discussed fully at a public hearing 
scheduled for Tuesday, June 24 starting at 7:00 pm at the 
Marion Music Hall.

"The Board of Selectmen interviewed 12 appli- 
cants/' Selectman McGaffey added. ''The 28 were re- 
duced to about a dozen based on their qualifications and 
resumes.

would have liked to be here tonight." 

Mr. Sherman said there are many residents who 
have run into problems with Mr. Liebowitz, especially in 
his capacity as Zoning Enforcement Officer for the town. 

'There would be a lot more signatures (on the 
petition) if people weren't afraid of repercussions from 
the Building Inspector," Mr. Sherman said. "I don't know 
why they're afraid of him." 

Chairman Nunes next recognized resident Anto- 
nio A. Sol, who wanted to address some issues with his 
farm property. 

"Every house that's up from me on Cushman 
Road, they all drain onto my property," Mr. Sol said. "The 
ditches have never been dug on the west side of Cushman 
Road. No water used to divert onto my property, it used 
to go through the (drainage) pipe under the road." 

"Three years ago we addressed this, two years 
ago we addressed this," Selectman Morse said. "The 
Highway Surveyor has offered to fix the drainage prob- 
lem, but Mr. Sol doesn't seem to be willing to allow him 
(onto his property)." 

According to Mr. LaCamera, he went out to 
inspect the property recently and he noted that the drain- 
age pipe is clogged and needs to be cleaned out in order 
to alleviate the situation. "I told Mr. Sol we would gladly 
fix the pipe and clean it out, but he doesn't want us to," 
he said. "There is an existing culvert in place, but Mr. Sol 
doesn't want the water to enter that area."

Letters to the Editor 

To the Editor: 

Marion is in the bottom quartile of Massachusetts' cities 
and towns in raaking affordable housing available to its citizens. 

Unfortunately, at Annual Town Meeting on Tuesday, 
May 20, 2008, a simple administrative warrant article (#28) sup- 
porting the Marion Affordable Housing Trust's effort to expand 
affordable housing at Little Neck Village, failed to gain the 
necessary two-thirds vote. 

The Marion Housing Trust has reviewed the Town 
Meeting action and reached the following conclusions. Although 
there was broad support voiced throughout the meeting to add 
more affordable housing in Marion: 

1. Certain voters wish to reserve all of the additional af- 
fordable units for senior citizens only. Other voters want to have 
the additional units open to all parties in need. 

2. Inaccurate and incomplete information was present- 
ed at Town Meeting, leading members to reach the uninformed 
conclusions. 

3. A number of design issues were raised by some 
concerned Town Meeting members. All of these issues had been 
previously addressed in detail during the seven public hear- 
ings/meetings that have been held since last August. Regret- 
tably, many of these concerned Town Meeting members missed 
most or all of these heavily-publicized meetings. 

Most caring people agree that it is our duty to help 
those Marion citizens who desperately need housing assistance

The expansion of Little 
Neck Village is a critical initiative to create 30-48 more badly 
needed affordable housing units to Marion. It enjoys the broad 
support of every Marion town board, committee and depart- 
ment.

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Movie Review 




Karate Cub

Kung Fu Panda, With the voices of Jack Black, Dustin Hoff- 
man, and Angelina Jolie. Directed by Mark Osborne and John 
Stevenson. Running time: 92 minutes. MP A A rating: PG. 

Jack Black is the premier enthusiast in American comedy. What- 
ever it is — heavy metal, lucha libre wrestling, music trivia, remaking 
movies on a cheap camcorder — he throws his considerable bulk into 
it, unbowed by reality or even physics. In Kung Fu Panda, an amusing 
and gorgeously designed kiddie fable. Black is the voice of Po, a rotund 
panda who slaves over noodles in the family restaurant but yearns to 
be a kung-fu master. In his head, Po destroys thousands of enemies, 
blinding them with the glare of his "awesomeness.'' Jack Black has never 
been one to skimp on the elaborateness of his fantasies — part of the 
joke of Tenacious D was that Black and Kyle Gass were playing dinky 
acoustic sets in bars, but in Black's mind their thunder was drowning 
out Thor himself. Po is the perfect match for Black's eager, bottomless 
devotion to all things bad-ass. 

Adults might find Kung Fu Panda a bit on the thin side. It's light- 
weight, to be sure, and hammers on its believe-in-yourself theme a tad 
too much. Without Jack Black's optimism, the movie probably wouldn't 
work. Po is somehow chosen as the Dragon Warrior, the legendary 
defender of the peaceful against the forces of evil and rage. He doesn't 
really know much about kung fu aside from the occasional glimpse of 
his heroes, the Furious Five — Tigress (Angelina Jolie), Viper (Lucy Liu), 
Crane (David Cross), Monkey (Jackie Chan), and Mantis (Seth Rogen). 
Their master, the diminutive Shifu (Dustin Hoffman), can't believe he's 
stuck training this unpromising lump of pandaflab. And there isn't much 
time to prepare Po for battle, because Shifu's old student-turned-nemesis 
Tai Lung (Ian McShane), a snow leopard driven by fury and resentment, 
has escaped from prison and is headed for Shifu's Jade Temple. 

Sometimes when I see an animated film like this, with a cast of 
veterans and hipsters, I wonder what kind of live-action movie could 
possibly support the same cast. David Cross alongside Angelina Jolie? 




Jack Black trading lines with Dustin Hoffman? In truth, the Furious Five 
get disappointingly scant screen time and a paucity of dialogue — I think 
Jackie Chan has a handful of lines (the idea of casting him as a voice in 
a kiddie kung-fu flick is more entertaining than what he actually does; 
he can't do with his voice what he can with his body and expressions). 
There are two exceptional action sequences, both having to do with Tai 
Lung — his escape from captivity, and a brawl between him and the 
Furious Five on a suspension bridge. The core of the movie, though, is 
the relationship between two self-doubters, Po and Shifu, and Hoffman 
delivers the gravitas of a master while hitting each laugh with an old 
pro's precision. 

Everything comes together at the finale, when Po, having learned 
that his technique is based on his appetite, faces off against Tai Lung, 
who actually seems to have a point when he growls that he was groomed 
to become the Dragon Warrior his whole life and was devastated to 
learn it wasn't his destiny. Ian McShane brings an authentic darkness 
to Tai Lung — the disappointment, the pride that has flipped so easily 
into spiteful rage. McShane's work on Deadwood was sometimes called 
Shakespearean, and here, in a summer action farce for kids, he invests 
what could've been a plastic Happy Meal toy with Swearengen-esque 
perversity. Up against him is Jack Black, the baby-demon rock parodist 
who once sang about the importance of, um, making love to one's woman 
gently. (In another song, he promised "With karate I'll kick your ass," 
which deserves to be this movie's remixed theme song on a YouTube 
mash-up.) I'm sure all of this will go over kids' heads, but I wonder if 
they'll look back years from now and marvel at how truly weird the 
casting of their favorite animated films really was.
